State Board to Appeal for Adjustment 
of Rate:. 


Indianapolis. Aug. 23 
At a meeting 
her© Friday the stale railway commis­ 
sion will make an effort to establish 
an equitable freight rule for coal for 
the gas belt. 
An appeal for adjust­ 
ment of rates for Elwood will probably 
be the basis ior a settlem ent for the 
entire ga.> belt 
At Elwood there are 
three rates. 
The rate for general con­ 
su m e rs’ coal is 85 cents a ton, for man 
ufaoLtrers 60 cents and for such cor­ 
porations as the electric light 
and 
w ater companies, 75 cents. The latter 
have complained to the commission, 
alleging that they are entitled to as 
low a rate as the m anufacturers. 
It is 
said that the freight bills show that 
the m anufacturers pay th** same rat* 
as the general consumers, but they 
are allowed a rebate by th** roads. 
The board has Invited the m anufactur­ 
ers. representatives of all the coal 
roads doiug business In the gas belt, 
and the coal operators to be present 
Thursday. 
The situation will lie dis­ 
cussed and the com m ission hopes to 
establish a rate that will be satisfac­ 
tory and equitable to all consumers. 
The fuel problem has been bothering 
the gas belt m anufacturers, so the out­ 
come of the conference here will be of 
much interest to tnem. 


Although 
City 
Sanitarian 
Keene 
does not believe there is any danger 
of yellow fever In Indiana, ho declared 
to the health board that the stegom- 
yia fasciata. the yellow fever m os­ 
quito, breeds in this section, notwlth 
standing the statem ents of scientists 
to the contrary. 
He said that a die 
tingulsbed entomologist at New Or­ 
leans told him that the zone of habi­ 
tation of the stegom vla extends sev­ 
eral hundred miles furthe north than 
formerly believed. 
He asserted that 
he has m atured a genuine specimen 
of the stegom yla found here 
He ad­ 
vised the board, however, to be pre­ 
pared to meet the disease, suggesting 
th at a ward at the hospital be screen­ 
ed off as they are In New Orleans, so 
lf there should be a patient the steg 
omyia would not have a chance to 
reach him and then sting others. 
He 
also advised th** board to print a panv 
phlet regarding th** discase and seno 
It to the medical men of the country 
so they may become acquainted with 
the methods of treatm ent. 
He does 
not believe the danger will be entirely 
abated until cold w eather sets in. 
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Portsmouth, N. IL, Aug. 23.—Latest 
Information is that Baron Komura has 
agreud to offer the president’s com ­ 
promise prop* aition.

Fz.tal Boiler Explosion. 
Bosworth. Mo 
Aug. 23 
Four men 
wert* killed by the explosion of an en ­ 
gine on a dredge boat near Norborne.

Lynch of Bosworth, Isaac Wade of 
Norborne, and two unknown laborers. 
The bodies were hurled several feet 
from the wreck aud were mutilated 
beyond recognition. 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 2 3 —The 
Associated Press is now in a position 
to reve al substantially the suggestion 
of President 
Roosevelt for breaking 
the existing deadlock in the peace ne­ 
gotiations and rescuing the conference 
from failure. 
His solution would in­ 
geniously permit the satisfaction of 
the Japanese dem ands for reim burse­ 
ment for the cost of the war, and at 
the .sam** time enable Russia to face 
the world with the declaration that 
she had not ceded a foot of territory 
or paid a kopeck of war tribute to the 
victor. 
The solution Is the one which 
bas heretofore been described in dis­ 
patches as the natural and 
logical 
compromise. 
Tersely stated, It con­ 
sists of an agreem ent by Russia to 
repurchase possession of either all 
or half of the Island of Sakhalin now 
In the m ilitary occupation of the Ja p ­ 
anese, for a sum the am ount of which, 
if the two countries cannot agree, shall 
be decided by som<* method of arbitra 
tlon hereafter to be determ ined. 
The 
purchase money, together with the 
sum Japan 
would obtain 
from 
the 
cession of the Chinese Eastern rail­ 
road and the m aintenance of the Rus­ 
sian prisoners in Japan, would, It is 
estim ated, about 
equal 
the am ount 
claimed by Japan as her bill for the 
cost of the war. 
Possibly, therefore, 
the solution offered by the president 
involves recession by Japan upon Ar­ 
ticle 5 (the cession of Sakhalin), and 
recession by Japan 
upon Article 9 
(Indemnity). 
It seems practically err 
tain, though this cannot be affirmed 
positively, that the president has been 
able to give Mr. W itte substantial as 
surances that Japan woald he willing 
to accept such a compromise. 
This 
is apparently supported by the author­ 
itative Japanese statem ent made last 
night in the reply to a question as to 
whether aJpan has 
not 
decided to 
make substantial concessions, “It all 
depends upon Russia.” 


A M B A S S A D O R R ESIG N S 


Edwin H. Cooper Leaves Diplomatic 


Service. 
Oyster Bay, L, I,, Aug 23.— Edwin 
H. Conger of Iowa has resigned his 
post as A m erican am bassador to Mex­ 
ico, to take effect Oct, 18 next, and 
President Roosevelt has accepted the 
resignation. 
Mr. Conger's retirem ent from the 
diplomatic service was foreshadowed 
In these dispatches last week. 
It was 
Indicated then that he might be sent 
to Pekin as a special com m issioner of 
the president to adjust, if possible, the 
differences which have arisen between 
this country’ and China over the boy­ 
cott of American goods by some of the 
Chinese commercial guilds. 
While no 
official statem ent is obtainable here 
regarding that mission, there are rea­ 
sons for the statem ent that it either 
has been abandoned by the president 
or that it has been declined by Mr. 
Conger. 
At any rate it is believed 
Conger will not go to China. 
It has not been determ ined definitely 
yet who will succeed Mr, Conger as 
am bassador to Mexico, but. as here­ 
tofore stated, it probably will be Da­ 
vid E. Thompson of Nebraska, now 
American am bassador to Brazil. 
It is 
known that A m bassador Thom pson de­ 
sires the Mexican post. 


General Strike in Poland. 
Warsaw, 
Aug. 23. 
Owing to the 
strong military m easures adopted, the 
strike will not become absolutely gen­ 
eral. 
.Many shops are open aud only 
a few banks, insurance companies and 
commercial offices are closed. 
Still, 
the situation is serious 
Practically 
all the factories at W arsaw and Lodz 
are closed. 
Serious rioting has oc­ 
curred at the latter place, the strikers 
forcing the shops to close by sm ashing 
the windows. 
Th* strike on th** state 
railways and tram w ays continues and 
telegraphic 
com m unication 
between 
Lodz and W arsaw is disorganized. The 
newspapers arc not appearing at Lodz. 


Bad Wreck Reported.
